Bringing with him from the north 
furs totalling in value over one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, Bd. Nagle, the 
veteran fur dealer, of the firm of His. 
jop, has arrived in the city from the 
Aretic eitcle, and will refnain Herd for 
some weeks, The furs of which there 
are 12) bales, will likely arrive in dhe 
elty to-norrow, 

Mr. Nagle, in speaking to the Bulle- 
tin representative, stated that he had 
a glorious trip north last winter, 

“The vegetation,” he said, “of the 
north has far exceeded the growth 
around here.” Why, at Fort Nor- 
mand.” he continued, ‘“withun fifteen 
miles of’ the Arctic circle, they had 
700 bushels of the finest potatocs you 
ever saw, t's mervellous to see 
such a growth up there far exceeding 
what it is 1,000 miles to the south.” 

Speaking of his furs M>. Nagle ssi@: 
There is a general falling off of about 
one third the amount. 1 lave some 
beaut.ful marten, red, black and sil- 
ver fox, and in iact all my skins are 
in prime condition,’ 

His estimate of the value is between 
$110,000 and $125,000, but of course 
the exact value of the skins cannot 
be ascertained until the sale next 
week, 

History of the Firm. 

The trading firm of Hislop & Nagle 
is one of the most widely known ol 
the Northwest, Establ shed in 14890 
it has grown steadily, opening up new 
districts turther north each year, It 
has now posts all along the line from 
Kdmonton to Fort McPherson, a point 
wbout 250 miles inside the Arctic eir- 
cle, and about 2,000 mites from Kd 
inonton, R 

Among the posts are those at Atha 
basea Landing. Forts Smith and Re- 
svlution on the Slave river, Fort Rae 
on the Great Slave’ Lake, Fort Pro 
vidence at the head of the Mackenz-c 
river, Fort Wrigiey, Norman, Good 
Hope, Red River and McPherson and 
Forts Land and Nelson in British Col- 
umbia.

At Fort Resolution, there are ma 


ch ne shops fitted with all the latest 
machinery, and also a sawmill and ¢ 
blacksmith shep. ‘The firm has dog 
teama, boats and every other neces 
sary appliance 

Nagle a Native of Quebec, 

Ed. Nagle is a native of the Prov 
inee of Quebec. His father Josep! 
Nagle was superintendent of Public 
Works for five years, during the Bald 
Win and Laiontaine government, ana 
built the first lumber slides on th 
Ottawa river. After these works wer 
completed, he was given the Crown 
timber agency for the province of Que 
bee, a position which he filled accep 
tably for twenty-eight years. 

Ed, Nagle, as his friends call him 
Was educated at St. Lawrence Collegi 
near Montreal. He vegan life as 
farmer at Rock Forest in Quebec, bu 
not liking the work, took up milling 
This was more to his taste, and fo 
three years he worked in the mill: 

Then he camc 
west. He reached Winnipeg and stay 
“ there ‘all winter, and in the spring

In 1890 they made anothe 
and very successful trip, and — thi: 
time established a post at Fort Chip 
ewyan on Lake Athabasca, 

As they were coming on their re 
turn trip they met Richard Secord aj 
Fort Smith, and to him they sok 
their business, but they conducted j, 
for him for a year. 


In 1891, Mr, Nagle returned wit 
iis dog train to Edmonton to pur 
chase supplies foi another trip. Mr 


Hislop and he started out again, an 
since have been actively engaged in 
the business, wath a steadily increas 
ing 1a .ae of teritory and volume o 
trade. 

Many Thrilling Adventures. 

Tn conducting this always interest 
ing, and often hazardous, business 
Mr. Nagle has had many thrilling ex 
periences, He a crack shot, ana 
lias killed many buffaloes in his time 
For some years he has served as a 
justice of the peace, and is pos maste:

As one of the old 
residents of the west, he is a promi 
nent Member of the Old Timers celui 
of Edmonton,

Some Alarm Felt in American Mili- 
tary Circles as Result of 


Invasion. 
Washington, Sept, 18.-—Seme con 
cern is expressed by United States 


military authorities at the large num 
oi Japanese immigrants 
to this country who were 
cated with the Japanese war. 
no cxaggeration to say that fully 
per cent. of the Japanese who have 
been deported within the last three 
months are known to have seen ser- 
vice with the Japanese troops. 

Of course, this may be only a sin 
gular coincidence, Some of ihe mur 
ipprehensive officials at Washington, 
however, prefer to take the view that 
there may be something sinister in the 
efforts of the Japanese m_litary mer 
to gain entrance into this country, 

In some cases no attempt is made 
to conceal the fact that the new arriv 
ul partictpated in the Russo Japanese 
war. They wear ragged regimental: 
ind other relics of the hard campaign 
of two years ago. Others, however 
iave nothing about their appearancs 
to indicate that they are army men 
fhey wear the usual plain civ] garb 
of the impoverished Japanese, and i 
s only by chance that the immigra 
ion officers discover their forme: oc 
eupation, 

Do Not Comply With Law. 

Commissioner-General of Immigra 
tion Sargent sad to-day that in ever) 
batch of Japanese deported by the 
United States it is easy to find men 
who have served in the Mikado’s ar 
ny. He said that the Japanese were 
aot sent back because they were mili 
ary men but for the reason that thes 
vere in the United States without 
iaving complied with the new ynmi 
srat.on law. This requires that every 
Japanese not a member the ex 
smpted class shall have a certificat 
irom the Japanese government. Sar 
gent said that many of them atill 
wear the costume of the enlisted men 
it is reported that recently out o! 
seventy-one Japanese deported, fifty 
yne were former privates and twelv 
were former officers,

TO REPLACE COAL 


To a Large Extent in British Navy. 
Commission Says it is Cheaper 
Than Coal. 


Tokio, Sept, 1%—A radical change 
regards the supp-ies of the navy, has 
been decided upon by the Brtich Gov- 
ernment, Hereafter oil is to be sub- 
stituted for coal at various naval 
bases. Heavy purchases of petroleum 
have already been made in Texas, 
Galitornia and Roumania, and it ts 
stated that the purpose of the govern- 
ment is to utilize the entire output of 
Nigeria, where drilling parties under 
the contol of an admiral tave been 
emloyed for some time, and where the 
oll deposits are said to be almost un- 
limited 

After protracted imvestigations the 
naval authorities informed the 
ernment that not only is oil cheaper 
for fuel but that it can be transstip- 
ped at sea mbre easily than coal. The 
decision of the government to use oil 
under the boilers of its big warships 
is expected to cause a more extended 
use of that fuel not only in auxiliaries 
but in the tender of locomotives,

In Challenge for America’s Cup will 
Require Defender of Ocean Cross- 
ing Yacht. 


Nwe York, Sept. 20—Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s challenge for the America’s 
Cup is still a subject of conversation 
among yachtsmen in New York today. 
It is understood among members oi 
the New York Yacht Club that 81 
Thomas will add a number of condi- 
tions to his challenge. One of thes¢ 
is expected to be that the race shal 
be sailed under the new measure-Tuk 
adopted by the New York Yacht Club 
Under this rule the challenging yach, 
would have a much better chance oi 
Lifting the cup and the race would be 
in all respects fairer, as the deed ot 
gift of the cup provides that the chal- 
lenging yacht must cross the ocean for 
the competition. Under the old meas 
urement rule the yacht built to defend 
the cup would be a purely racing ma- 
chine that after the races would go to 
the junk heap, that coula not stand 
the strain of a long ocean trip. The 
application of the new rule to the con- 
test would eliminate such macuine: 
and put the defender neaver On a par 
with the challenger in the matter o} 
construction, 

It is also said Sir Thomas will ask 
the privilege of challenging in th 
name of two yachts, The races to b 
sailed with the one that proves the 
better in the preliminary trials. It 1 
likely that this condition will be ac 
cepted by the New York Yacht Club 
as the same privilege was granted to 
Lord Dunraven when he challenged 
for the cup, although he did not avail 
himself of it. Plans are already wel. 
under way looking to the building of 
yachts to defend the cup. 


Four syndicates have been formed 
in the New York Yacht Club, it ts 
said, for the purpose of building 


yachts to contest for the honor of de 
fending the cup, and it is believed by 
the club members that at least six 
yachts will at least take part in the 
elimination trials for the selection of 
the defender. Str Thomas has wait- 
ed almost to the last moment in mak- 
ing his challenge, but the members o 
the New York Yacht Club have thei! 
plans well in hand. Unless there 1s 
some unexpected conditions in the 


challenge, such as material changes 
in the deed of gilt, there is little 
doubt that it will be accepted, for

periority of American-built yachts,

Herreshoff for more than an hour, but 
the nature of the conference has not 
yet been discovered, 

From authoritative sources it has 
been learned that Herreshoff has com- 
pleted preliminary designs for a 90- 
foot sloop yacht according to the so- 
called universal rule. It is said that 
this yacht is an enlargest Avenger, 
the bow of which has been successful 
during the past. The Avenger was 
built for Robert W. Emmons, of Bos- 
ton, and won all principal races in 
the ecrulse of the Eastern Yacht Club 
to Bar Harbor, and defeated all her 
competitors in the race for the Astor 
cup. The Avenger is in the 57- foot 
elass and looked upon as an_ ideal 
boat, especially in light weather, The 
cup defender next year will be con- 
siderably different from those of for- 
mer years. She wi'l have less over 
all, a reduced sail area and will not 
be so deep. One of the features of the 
cup defender next year will be’ the 
great reduction in cost, not only in 
construction, but in the management 
oi the boat.

AS WE SEE IT. 
Editor Bulletin, 


Sir,—As a member of the Edmonton 
Lacrosse club, and one who has 
watched the Trojan-like efforts of a

The latest issue of the Canadian 
Mining Journal contains an article on 
the coal industry of Alberta based on 
the report of the department of public 
works of Alberta, In tive years the 
output hus inereased 70.73 per cent,, 
or from 346,649 tons in 1901, to 1,385,- 
000 tons mm 1906 
The report classifies the coal raised 
as follows

The figures denoting the coke pro- 


dueed and coal used for this purpose 
are interesting as they imply that a 
yield of over 67 per cent. coke is ob- | 
tained in the bee hive ovens from the | 
Alberta bituminous coals, which 
speaks well for the coals and the man- 
agement of the ovens. 

The article comments upon the eas- 
ualties for the year, pointing out that 
for each 188,500 tons of coal, one per. 
son was killed, 1.1 persons seriously 
injured and 2 persons slightly « in- 
jured, 

Nova Scotia holds the record in this 
respect; 250,000 tons for each fatal ac- 
cident, Great Britain comes mext with 
218,000 tons, then France with 200,000 
tons, United States with 165,000, and 
Germany 154,000 tons.
